PROTECTIVE MEASURES 
The gun-toter that made his threat in the 
House of Representatives the other day should 
prove an ob ject lesson to that governing b ody.

It is altogether possib le to rid 
the country of racketeers, gangsters and other 
hoodlums if proper measures are put into effect. 
It would mean the saving of thousands of lives 
and a speedy reduction of all sorts of crimes 
and violence.

Usually it is 
applied when someone is trying to hear ab ove 
outside interference of others present and it is 
spoken in no uncertain terms. 
The b eauty of words is not a m atter of chance 
selection b ut one of location and opinion. The 
most b eautiful words to the man in b usiness is 
“enclosed please And check”; to the man in jail, 
“Freedom”; to the stockholder “Dividends”; in 
war “Victory”; in love “Yes”; to the poor man, 
“Riches”; and so on.

Garrott. 
"We b elieve that this new pol­ 
icy will contrib ute materially to 
that end." 
All future appointments to the 
organization, under the schedule 
worked out b y Chief G arrott and 
approved b y Mr. Mayr, will b e 
made from men 21 to 35 years 
old. The men must b e 5 feet 6 
inches to 6 feet 3 inches tall and 
must weigh from 160 to 200 
pounds. 
Applicants will b e resuired to 
pass a general physical and med­ 
ical ex amination as well as tests 
to determine m ental ab ility and 
adaptab ility to the work of the 
department. An ex amination will 
b e given to cover the duties and 
powers of an officer, the specific 
duties and work of the Indiana 
State Police, the motor vehicle 
law, road patrol, first aid, care 
and operation of motorcycles 
and similar points. 
In future, promotion will b e 
made from the ranks, Mr. G ar­ 
rott said. "This will make it pos­ 
sib le to reward unusual m erit in 
the performance of duty." 
Mr. G arrott also announced 
that the departm ent will hence­ 
forth b e on a semi-military b as­ 
is and under a stricter disci­ 
pline. Charges of conduct un­ 
b ecoming an officer and a gen­ 
tleman or of failure to perform 
the duties of a state police of­ 
ficer satisfactorily will b e heard 
b y the chief.
